SERIOUS OUTBREAKS OCCUR 


NO OVERTURES MADE SATURDAY

BRING ABOUT SETTLEMENT 


United States Deputy Marshals 
Were Sent To Slater On The 
Instructions Of Government 


(B Y ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
JEFFERSON 
CITY, July 8.— The « entire 
National 
Guard of Missouri, 4,021 men and officer**, will be mobiliz­ 
ed and ‘'ready for instant service” at 9 o’clock Sunday morn­ 
ing, by order of Governor Hyde. Adjutant General William 
A. Raupp, acting at the executive’s order, called out the 
troops tonight “upon information that a state of lawless­ 
ness and insurrection exists within the borders of the state.” 
State troops, which were to entrain to summer camps 
tomorrow will not leove their armories, General Raupp an­ 
nounced today, and arrangements for two weeks' training 
at Camp Knox, Ky., for the artillery units have been tem­ 
porarily cancelled. 
“The National Guard 
has 
been 
ordered 
into 
the 
armories,” said the governor in a statement. 
“The guard 
has not been ordered into the field. 
It will not be ordered 
into active service unless 
lawlessness 
makes 
that order 
necessary. 
It will be held in the armories ready for instant 
service.” 
“The responsibility of the order into the service, when 
made, and all that may follow, must rest upon those who 
started the trouble. 
Once called into action, the troops 
will stay to the end.” 
“Let us understand what the law means. 
A man has 
the right to quit work, whether he is called a striker or not. 
No man has the right to use threats, intimidation or force 
to make another man quit his job.” 
“That is the law as it stands today. 
That is the lawr 
which many of the labor leaders assure us they will main­ 
tain. 
That is the law’ which the state must maintain with all 
Its power.” 
Governor Hyde said he had received many telegrams 
from railroad companies which anticipated attacks against 
their property, asking that the state use all its authority 
to protect them in their effort to keep trains in operation. 
“I earnestly hope that labor will fulfill its promises 
and maintain law and orders’ the governor’s statement, 
issued with the mobilization orders, continued. 
“The w?orst enemies of labor will be the irresponsible 
hot-headed ones and the bootlegger. 
The former should 
be restrained by the leaders of labor, and the latter should 
De promptly turned over to the authorities and summarily 
dealt with.

The fact that the deputies are few 
in number led these men to agitate 
some sort of demonstration.

The sheriff and tw*o of his 
deputies immediately drove him out 
of the county, no one knows where.

No serious outbreaks have occur­ 
red at Sedalia since the strike of 
shopmen went 
into effect at IO 
o’clock Saturday morning, July I. 
Saturday's 
outstanding develop­ 
ments were the suspension of seve­ 
ral local trains on the Missouri, Kan­ 
sas and Texas railway, dismissal of 
eight foremen at the company shops 
who announced they would refuse to 
perform work such as 
previously 
had been done by craftsmen, and 
would act only in supervisory cap­ 
acity. 


Trains Discontinued. 
Giving as a reason to the continu­ 
ance of the strike of the Federated 
Shop 
Crafts and the inability of 
the 
Missouri, 
Kansas 
and 
Texas 
railroad company to maintain men at 
terminals to handle locomotives,^ the 
company announced Saturday that ef­ 
fective that day it was necessary to 
discontinue the operation of several 
local passenger trains.

line did not leave Sedalia, and will 
not be In operation until further no­ 
tice.

STATEMENT 
From the Federated 
Shop Crafts 


(| The members of the Missouri Pacific and 
the M. K. & T. Federated Shop Crafts were 
forced to strike after using every available 
means to bring about a just and honorable 
settlement of their controversy with the rail­ 
roads—a settlement that would be fair to both 
parties and to the entire satisfaction of all con­ 
cerned. 


Afft is not the intention of the members to 
force any hardships on the public, as we 
fully realize that the railroads are a necessity, 
and it is essential that trains be operated in 
order to transport the commodities so that 
they may be brought to the consumer and 
public at large. 


(JJT It would be well for the public to bear in 
mind that the railroads are very insistent 
that every mechanic employed must have 
either served an apprenticeship or had four 
years of varied experience at his line of work, 
and they now refuse to pay an adequate wage 
cr allow working conditions that were ad­ 
vocated by the pioneers of the labor movement 
looking forward to the uplift of labor, and to 
improve ourselves, so that we may be thor­ 
oughly skilled in our work, and be able to rear 
our children under the established standard of 
living, as advocated by the United States De­ 
partment of Labor. 


(JI’ One rule which we in particular resent, be­ 
ing taken from us is the one in regard to 
overtime on Sundays and holidays. This over­ 
time has been allowed for the past thirty years, 
and on roads that have never dealt with any 
organized body of men. 
It is the established 
policy of organized labor that a twenty-four 
day shall be proportioned, eight hours for 
work, eight hours for recreation and eight 
hours for rest. 
In this manner a working 
man after devoting his alloted time to his daily 
work, can devote the rest of his time to the 
upbuilding of his home, and to assist in taking 
part in tile affairs of the community. 
A dis­ 


contented citizen, whether a laborer or capital­ 
ist, is a menace to any community. Experience 
has proven that if a man is forced to work 
under unfavorable conditions he cannot, nor, 
will he, render efficient service. 
We have en­ 
deavored to obtain for our members the things 
essential to efficient operation of the rail­ 
roads—the eight hour day, reasonable work­ 
ing conditions, and an adequate return for our 
labor based on the American standard of liv­ 
ing. We have striven to improve the standard 
of efficiency in our various shop crafts through 
a system of apprenticeship based upon the 
most certain investigation of the needs and 
requirements in the industry to which we are 
devoting our lives. 
Many of our fellow work­ 
ers have been in the service of the railroads, 
particularly here in Sedalia, from five to thirty- 
five years. These men have a record of loyal­ 
ty to their employers surpassed by no other 
class of employes anywhere. 
They did not 
seek the present controversy, it was forced 
upon them. 


(J| The railroads are now attempting to turn 
public sentiment against the striking Fed­ 
erated Shop Crafts by heralding through the 
press paid advertisements that we are not 
striking against the railroad management, but 
against the government. 
They are giving 
wide publicity to the resolutions adopted by 
the Railroad Labor Board, which declare that 
because of our action we are no longer under 
the jurisdiction of the Board, and that is true. 


(]| We feel that the Railroad Labor Board has 
afiled to function as an impartial tribunal. 
We charge that the Labor Board has been 
packed against both the employes and the 
public, as evidenced by their recent decisions, 
and it was because of that fact that we were 
forced to resort to the only means at our com­ 
mand to resent the injustices imposed upon us. 


(J| We are not striking against the government 
as the railroad management would have 
the public believe. 
We are striking against 


the most far-reaching conspiracy against the 
working class ever conceived in the minds of 
those who would drag labor in the dust. 


(J| The conspiracy had its inception in the 
passage of the Cummins-Esch bill. 
Im­ 
mediately upon the enactment of this law the 
railroad management began a systematic 
effort to disrupt, if not to destroy, railroad 
labor organizations. »- During government con­ 
trol our organizations were extended to cover 
every railroad in the United States. The busi­ 
ness relations between the railroads and the 
men were conducted in a most satisfactory 
manner to all parties concerned. 
There was 
no discrimination either against the transpor­ 
tation companies, the employes or the public. 
There was harmony and good will all along 
the line. 
The Labor Board as at first consti­ 
tuted was fairly representative of the three 
interests in railroads, viz, the public, the rail­ 
roads, and the employes. But the Board mem­ 
bership has been materially changed. 
It is 
today absolutely dominated by the railroad 
interests. 


(|| When the present Board handed down its 
decisions against the railroads they were 
made merely to hoodwink the public. 
The 
railroad managements totally ignored the 
board, or resorted to the courts to prevent the 
Board from making effective its decisions thus 
dissipating whatever effect its decision might 
have upon the public mind. 


(]J We repeat,—this is not a strike against the 
government, but against a group of finan­ 
cial free hooters who have temporarily gotten 
control of certain governmental departments. 
The minority report of the Railroad Labor 
Board and the Federated Shop Crafts decis­ 
ion as compiled from the official document 
No. 1036 will be published in a few days and 
distributed to the public, and anyone desiring 
a copy may obtain same by applying at the 
Labor Temple without cost to applicant.

A well-known shipbuilding firm in 
the north of England is at the present 
time building a vessel which will be 
carried to Africa in portions. It will 
be re-assernbled at Its ultimate desti­ 
nation. 
Every year ships are built In Great 
Britain for use on lakes and inland 
waters in all parts of the world. Usu­ 
ally these are built and bolted togeth­ 
er in tile shipyard before being taken 
to pieces and sent to distant parts in 
separate packages. 
A large mission steamer built some I 
years ago for use on Lake Nyassa, In 1 
Africa, was erected in England as if 
for launching. 
But no rivets were 
used; bolts and nuts held the steel 
framework together. 
The sides, port 
and starboard, were painted in differ- | 
ent colors, and every bar, plate, and ; 
piece of 
steelwork bore a different 
number and letter. 
Thus the builders In Africa could 
tell at a glance whether a plate be­ 
longed to one side or the other; the 
exact position it was intended to oc­ 
cupy was denoted by the reference 
number and letter. 
In order to facilitate transport, this 
steamer was divided Into over three 
thousand 
packages, 
each 
of 
which 
weighed from half a hundredweight to 
five hundredweights. 
The greatest difficulty encountered 
In sending these ships abroad is with 
the boilers and masts. 
The boilers 
weigh many tons, and the masts are 
difficult to handle on account of their 
length.

is far better to build slowly and surely, 
learning from the small developments that 
touch us intimately how to get ready for 
the larger ones that may come in time. We 
know very well that we cannot afford to 
stand still; either we must go forward or 
rilip back; if we remain at a standstill we 
are merely wasting time 
and 
deceiving 
ourselves as to our real status. 
* We despise many of the nearby opportu­ 
nities that are ours for the taking merely 
because they seem so ridiculously unimpor­ 
tant to our untrained minds, yet if we could 
gaze into the future, straight through the 
experiences that are yet to come, we would 
probably discover to our surprise that even 
the modest success we may have achieved 
by that time was founded upon the very 
things wre now’ regard as absurdly unes­ 
sential.

Where would we stand today, even 
those who may have forged far ahead of 
their own lofty ambitions, if we had not 
learned how to use our wings in the safe 
home fields where early failures did not 
spell disaster? 
It is easy enough to become dissatisfied 
with the narrow binding life that seems to 
hold us down and lftnits our efforts, but it 
is while we are straining hard within such 
confines that we are at the same time ex­ 
hausting their resources and preparing our­ 
selves to move a little 
way beyond, not 
quickly enough to suit our eager 
hopes, 
perhaps, but fast enough to make us learn 
the reasons that experience brings. Unless 
we are able to control the small annoyances 
of life and suit them to our needs how are 
we to master its greater problems? Unless 
we make ready in a small way for the small 
duties that come to us how can we prepare 
in a large way for the heavy responsibilities 
that sooner or later must be our share? We 
must learn step by step, not mile after mile 
as those in the first flush of youthful confi­ 
dence are so eager to do. 
Otherwise we 
shall not measure up to the burdens that 
may be placed upon us. The small trouble­ 
some problems in life are not always easily 
mastered, and it is just as well that such is 
the case, because it is our efforts to solve 
them, unwilling and distasteful as those ef­

that these honest differences of opinion be­ 
tween friends are of minor importance 
compared with the bond which unites the 
two nations in cordial comradeship. 
Verdun must always be a terrible and a 
beautiful word— terrible 
because 
of the 
frightful slaughter and unspeakable suffer­ 
ing which it implies, beautiful because the 
word Verdun is now and forever will be a 
symbol of valor and self-sacrificfe upon the 
altar of patriotism. 
The world had never 
before seen such a battle as that which 
raged for more than two years about the 
French fortress upon which depended the 
safety of the French right wing and the fall 
of which would have spelled disaster, prob­ 
ably irretrievable, for the whole allied host 
on the western front. 
With courage and 
steadfastness never surpassed in the his­ 
tory of war, France held the breach during 
those two years of horror at Verdun and at 
last, when more than once it seemed that 
all her heroism had gone for naught, the 
invader gave up the attempt and the world 
knew that Petan’s historic pledge. 
“They 
shall not pass,” had been made good. 
Long before Verdun the American peo­ 
ple had discovered the French. 
It was a 
real discovery for most of them; for until 
the world war began, it must be confessed 
that the average American estimates of the 
French was not high. They were, so many 
of us believed, a people once great who had 
gone into a decline, and we used to poke 
fun at those French traits wThich seemed to 
us not only laughable, but really typical of 
the French character. 
Indeed, there were 
many Americans who so grievously under­ 
estimated the French that when the Ger­ 
man blow was first launched we felt that 
the only hope of checking it lay in the Brit­ 
ish expeditionary force which, small as it 
then was, could be counted upon to fight 
with courage and which, we hoped, might 
inspire the French legions with some steadi­ 
ness. 
How absurd 
that notion 
seems now; 
British doggedness and pluck never shone 
more brightly than 
in the 
retreat from 
Mons, but the French needed no lessons in 
steadiness, coolness and courage from their 
brave allies from over the channel. 
What 
we had thought to be at best but brittle cast 
iron in the French character was revealed 
as the best of steel. 
We learned our les­ 
sons about the French then before the war 
was many hours old. But it was at Verdun 
that the lesson was driven home to us most 
impressively of all; that the word Verdun 
speaks to us now more eloquently than any 
other, more eloquently 
even 
than 
the 
Marn, of the dauntless spirit 
w’hich still 
lives, as it has always lived, in the race of 
Du Greschin and Bayard and D’Artagnan 
and Marshal Ney.

from the window and a thief with a 
cane to which hooks were attached 
could easily have reached them. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., July 8 —An 
Indian' treaty bowl, weighing 600 
pounds, and said to be the largest 
in existence, was found at Nimkish, 
IOO miles north of here. 
The relic, which is said to be more 
than 500 years old, is 15 feet long, 
and, according to archeologists, was 
made by Indians Using stone tools 
and axes. The bowl, which was the 
center of an interesting Indian cer­ 
emony, was called by the aborigines 
"the mother of the Five Tribes.” 
These tribes would meet to 
dis­ 
cuss hunting laws and tribal boun­ 
daries, and on such occasions 
the 
bowl was filled with some kind of 
liquor. 
After 
the 
conference 
of 
chiefs of the respective tribes, they 
would take a smaller bowl and, fill­ 
ing it with the liquor, would take it 
back to their councilors. If the terms 
agreed on for a treaty were approved 
by these councilors, the liquor was 
accepted, but if the councilors ob­ 
jected to any of the terms the liquor 
was returned and the vessel was laid 
under the neck of the idol, this con­ 
stituting an ultimatum. 
The bowl was found by a party 
engaged in removing a totem pole 
attached to the side of an old house. 
The relic will be placed in the Van­ 
couver museum.

So Insistent is he, sometimes, 
in seeking just the thought he wants 
that some of the prelates have been 
compelled to use a "gentle violence’* 
in urging him, when the night 
has

energy astonishes the papal house­ 
hold. 
Recently, when it was

gested to him that he was working 
far too hard, Pius X I replied: 
"You know that when one ts made 
Pope, life is finished. All then is in 
the hands of God. I will do nothing 
to preserve my life one day more, 
bot I will work until God says, ‘It Is 
enough.’" 
The Pope rises at 6:30 o’clock ev­ 
ery morning and says mass in his 
private 
chapel 
before 
breakfast, 
which is at 8 o’clock. 
This 
meal 
consists of coffee with milk, bread 
and butter. The mail is brought in 
while he eats, and the Pontiff divides 
it among his seven secretaries for at­ 
tention and answers. 
At 9 o’clock, Cardinal 
Gasparri, 
secretary of state, is received In the 
papal chamber every 
day 
except 
Tuesday and Friday. 
On 
Tuesday 
Monsignor Borgongtnl-Duca, the pro- 
Secretary for Extraordinary Eccles­ 
iastical Affairs, is received and 
on 
Friday Monsignor Pizzardo, the Sub­ 
stitute Secretary of State. One hour 
Is assigned to each for the discus­ 
sion of affairs. 
At IO o’clock the Pope commences 
his private audiences, receiving car­ 
dinals, bishops, prelates, high civil 
personages, diplomats 
and 
nobles. 
These conferences 
last until 
one 
o’clock, when the public 
audiences 
begin. For an hour the Holy Father 
receives pilgrims, associations and 
various organizations who come to 
Rome to pay homage to him. 
At 2 
p. rn. the Master of the Papal House­ 
hold, Monsignor 
Caccia-Dominione, 
is received and places before 
His 
Holiness the list of audiences for the 
succeeding day and asks for 
their 
approval. 
The Pope lunches usually at 2:30. 
While he eats alone there are sever­ 
al of his secretaries present to re­ 
ceive orders and discuss 
matters 
particular to their charge. The Pon­ 
tiff also has additional letters read 
to him and gives instructions for the 
replies. 
The meal * is simple. 
His 
Holiness is a great lover of rice done 
in the Milan style. Then follow cut­ 
lets, or perhaps chicken.

Pope is not exacting; he has never 
been knowm to refuse any dish plac­ 
ed before him. 
A few vegetables 
and some fruit complete the meal. 
A feature of the 
day which

never neglected Is the walk. Prompt­ 
ly at 3:30 p. rn. the Pope enters his 
carriage and Is driven to the gard­ 
ens. Here he walks five or six miles 
briskly.

Missouri by the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture in an article 
dealing with the subject, published in 
the issue of July I, 1922, In the offi­ 
cial Federal weekly “Weather, Crops 
and Market,” announced the State 
Bureau of Labor statlstican in ad­ 
vance information 
from 
the “1922 
Red Book,” 
promulgated 
today by 
Commissioner 
William 
H. 
Lewis. 
This important discovery was made 
by the supervisor 
of 
statistics in 
course of research w ork. A year ago 
this state department discovered that 
Missouri was the “leading late wa­ 
termelon producing state,” and when 
that fact was given publicity the 
laundatory comment which followed 
was nation-wide. 
Now comes 
this 
new honor. 
Missouri’s Strawberry Belt. 
Missouri is credited with shipping 
In June, last, 
from 
its commercial 
strawberry belt, chiefly that portion 
of the state surrounding Springfield 
and Joplin and 
from 
these 
cities 
south to the Arkansas line, 1,856 cars 
of the luscious fruit. The 1921 ship­ 
ments, the same portion of Missouri, 
only totaled 466 cars, but the crop 
that year, owing ot a very unfavor­ 
able spring, was short. 
That year 
Missouri ranked eighth in strawber­ 
ries shipped. 
The Increase in ship­ 
ments, 1922 over 1921, w’as fully 300 
per cent.

Missouri In 
strawberry shipments 
during the season of 1922, are Tenne­ 
ssee, 3,772 cars, and Arkansas, 2,069 
cars.

Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, the 
two Carolinas, Georgia, which for 
years ranked high as strawberry pro­ 
ducing states, chiefly for the reason 
that they are more favorably situat­ 
ed, this year take a back seat.

ri exceeded by 35 cars those of Ala­ 
bama, Mississippi, Kentucky, Illinois 
and New* Jersey, which, combined, 
only totaled 1,823 cars.
